In the Year Report 2014 The Board of Financial 
supervision (Cft) recommends to be very 
cautious when it comes to making a new debt. 
This is a serious warning of the Cft 
The economy of Aruba has declined very fast in 
the last years while Curacao and Saint Martin 
were able to invest. However, even though the 
debt of both countries is low, it is necessary 
to be cautious to maintain a good economic 
development 

Economic Development 

In the annual report of the Cft r it is stated 
how the world economy recovered after 
the financial crises and the crises in Europe. 
Li 2014, Aruba and Saint Martin had both 
encounter an increase, even though the 
economic development was still week of 1 and 
1.5% respectively. The economy of Curacao has 
decreased for 3 years, but it seems that since the 
tim'd quart of 2014, a positive change arose. 
There is a need for structural reforms in order 
for these 3 countries to function at their best 
again, Less regulations, more market functions 
and a more flexible Labor market are central in 


this structural reformation. The Cft noted that 
a lot lias been invested in the public entities, 
such as education and healthcare. However, 
the economic development of these countries 
remains week. The positive news is that after 
many years for prizes to go up, during 2014, is 
the inflation under control. 

Deficit and Debt 

Ail the 3 countries had close 2014 with a deficit 
on then total budget. In Aruba, the deficit 
was caused mostly by the high Government 
expenditures. As a result, the deficir conducts 
to the increase of the debt in 2014, Aruba 
surpassed the lmiit of 80% and even if ail the 
planned goals would be reached, the debt will 
continue to grow before a decrease of the debt 
be introduced and that will take a long time, 
according to Ange Bakker. 

Supervision 

In the annual report, Cft gives an extensive 
analysis on the different ways that content can 
be given to the supervision. It is remarkable 
that in many countries, an independent 
financial supervision can function. In order 
for a supervision to function, it is necessary to 
establish a consensus The board of supervision 
must be totally independent and professional. 
Transparency is also a very important fact for a 
good re suit of a financial supervision The Board 
of Financial Supervision gives advices on how 
ro correct the problem of rhe budget and it also 
monitors the execution of the solution of this 
problem. This adds more value to it, seeing that 
by experience deficits and debts are created by 
poor execution of the budget

MEAT festival 
in China 



CELEBRITIES including British 
comedian Ricky Gervais and singes' 
Leona Lewis have shown their support 
for a campaign against an annual dog 
meat festival in China where some 
10,000 dogs are expected to be kdled 
for then meat 

Then efforts, that include an animal 
rights campaign launched by Gervais, 
aim to stop the Yuim Dog Meat 
Festival in Guangxi province, which 
is a celebration of the June solstice. 
Thousands of dogs are traded, killed 
and then eaten in the home or on the 
street. Some of them ate burnt or 
boiled alive. 

This year's festival Is set for June 22. 
The dispute over eating dog meat has 
raged m Chma for many years and led 
to violence last year, when protesters 
went to Yulin and tried to prevent 
delivery trucks and boughr live dogs 
back. They also took photos of the 
festival 

On then' parts, actors like Gervais 
and Ian Somerhalder have pined the 
effort by sharing graphic pictures of 
dogs being tortured, encouraging 
followers to sign Change.org 
petitions calling on the festival to 
be halted Singers Leona Lewis and 
Richard Marx, among others, also 
tweeted about the campaign, using 
the hasthag # StopYuLm2015 to 
gather support 

Humane Society International 
(HSI) has launched a petition 
against the festival, naming a dog 
saved from the slaughterhouse 
"Ricky", in honour of the 
comedian, Gervais also released 
a statement, saying: 'My friends 
at Humane Society International 
are working tirelessly to end this 
cruel trade all over Asia, and 
they d e sperately need your help, 


'Tve seen the footage that HSI has 
captured on video, and it breaks my 
heart, I will never forget the look of 
bewilderment and fear on the faces 
of these poor animals - the dogs and 
cats await a horrible fate, No animal 
deserves to be treated like this," 

Most of the discussion is centered 
on the emotional or sentimental 
aspect of eatmg dogs," said Mr Zheng 
Zhishan, a programme officer with the 
International Fund for Annual Welfare. 

' But it is more important to look at the 
food safety aspect." 

Mr Liu Lang, director of the Beiing 
Small Animal Veterinary Association, 
said dog meat is not listed in the 
food quarantine and inspection for 
supervision, which creates safety risks 

in the processing 


and eating of dog meat, 

The Ministry of Agriculture issued a 
quarantine regulation on dogs and 
cats last year, requiring laboratory 
quarantine for the animals before they 
are transported "But in practice, this 
regulation is not well enforced," Mi Liu 
said, 

Meanwhile, Many dog meat re staur an ts 
are no longer to be found in Guangzhou, 
Guangdong province, Guangzhou 
Daily reported last month. The number 
of shops offering the controversial 
meat has declined sharply, mainly due 
to tightened regulations concerning 
animal welfare. 

Guangzhou, where eatmg dog meat 
has long been a audition, launched 
a campaign til March to crack down 
on illegal deg meat businesses which 
do not have quarantine 


certificates. 

A woman who lives in a street known 
for selling dog meat has witnessed the 
ups and downs, "'If used to be packed 
with customers coming for dog meat, 
Now people choose not to eat dog with 
the idea of animal protection, I quit for 
years/" she said, 

The LocaLt cod and Drug Administration 
continually warns of the potential 
risks in eating unconventional meat 
Animals from unidentified sources may 
carry viruses which can put people's 
lives in danger. 

The collapse of the dog meat business 
is not only due to tightened supervision 
but also shows people's changing views 
toward protecting annuals A woman 
surnamed Xiao says she never ears deg 
and tries her best to persuade others 
not to. She believes dogs are natural 
human companions and should never 
be food on the table. 
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MASS DEPORTATIONS 
of Haitian immigrants 
from Dominican 
Republic feared 


TEWS of thousands of undocumented 
immigrants in the Dominican Republic 
— the vase majority Haitians -- face 
deportation as a deadline to apply for 
legal status looms 

The problem of what to do with 
thousands of workers who entered 
Illegally from a neighboring country is 
nocan unfamiliar onem the hemisphere 
The plight of undocumented 
immigrants in the United States and 
lawmakers' failed attempts at reform 
come to mind, 

The Dominican government tackled 
the issue with a 'regularization plan" 
th at offered a path to legal status for the 
undocumented, But critics say ix was 
designed to fail the migrant workers, 
Wednesday is the deadline for 
undocumented i mmig rants in the 
Dominican Republic to register 
under the regularization plan or face 
deportation, 

' Those who d o not have doc u mentation 
will have to return to then' country," 
Dominican Foreign Minister Andres 


Navarro said 

According to the government, 
more than 200,000 undocumented 
immigrants living in the Dominican 
Republic have registered, but at least 
chat many others will not meet die 
deadline. 

Claims of racial prejudice 

The fact diat the majority of foreigners 
-- documented or not -- living in the 
Dominican Republic are Haitian has 
led to accusations that there are other 
racial prejudices involved, too. 

The immigration overhaul comes at 
the same time that Dominicans of 
Haitian descent are in a fight over 
their status. A 2013 court ruling 
stripped the citizenship of Dominicans 
whose parents were undocumented 
immigrants. A separate law to address 
their statu sis equally controversial 
Human rights groups fear mass 
deportations 

The regularization law states its 
purpose is to "provide a window 


of opportunity" for undocumented 
workers to contribute without living in 
the shadows and to reap the benefits 
of legal protections offered by the 
government. 

But to hear' it in immigrants 1 own 
words, those words don't correspond 
with their experience. 

Today is my 15th day here, and I 
still have not been able to get nty 
documents," Haitian immigr ant Ruben 
Renoii" said as he waited in a ime to 
apply for legal statu s. 

Another immigrant shared a similar 
story: "I came here with my birth 
certificate to apply becau se I knew that 
there were going to be problems, but 
they still haven't processed me," Melizo 
Pierre said. 

A problem with documentation 

To human rights observers, tins is not 
surprising Many of the undocumented 
workers in the Dominican Republic lack 
valid passports or other identification 
documents from their home countries, 


Some 96% of those who have applied 
for regularization don't have passports. 
Angelica Baeyens, programs director 
at the Robert F. Kennedy Center for 
Justice and Human Rights, said. 
Another requirement is for employers 
ro provide the undocumented workers 
with a certificate, something that many 
are refusing to do, Baeyens said. Haitian 
officials, meanwhile, are preparing for 
an influx of deportees as the deadline 
passes. 

At least two repatriation centers have 
been opened on the border between the 
two countries to process the Haitians 
who are sent back from the Dominican 
Republic 

The deadline also worries some people 
who were bom in the Dominican 
Republic While there is separate 
legislation to deaf with Dominicans 
who were stripped of their citizenship, 
those Dominicans born to Haitian 
immigrants but not registered in the 
civil registry fear being swept up in 
deportation raids,

information to suggest that a number of persons

mothers be mandated by law to accept treatment. 
It is speculated that HIV uifected pregnanr 
mothers in Antigua and Barbuda are refusing to 
access care, which could help their unborn child 
from becoming infected with the vu'us.

THERE are army rations for lunch, 
and tanks and missiles to play with 
Lunch consists of army rations, 
shopping is mainly for Vladimir 
Putin accessories, and m stead of rid mg 
rollercoasters children can play with 
grenade launchers and clamber over 
heavy weaponry. Welcome to Patriot 
Park fun for all the family, with a 
militaristic twist. 

This vast military theme park at 
Kufcinkn, an hour 's drive from Moscow, 
was officially opened by Putin on 
Tuesday at a time ot heightened 
patriotism and military rhetoric in the 
wake of Ru ssiris annexation of Crimea 
last year and subsequent confrontation 
with the west 

Putin used the event as an opportunity 
to announce the addition of 40 new 
intercontinental missiles to Russia's 
nuclear arsenal this year. He said the 
theme park would be "an important 


element m our system of military- 
patriotic work with young people" 

As well as being a "'military Disneyland". 
Patriot Park is also a conference 
and exhibition venue, and Tuesday 
marked the start of Army 2015, a 
Russian military exhibition showcasing 
the latest equipment, attended by 
delegations from dozens of countries. 
Tire president arrived at Kubmka by 
helicopter and spoke in front of a 
military choir and balalaika orchestra, 
who belted out a patriotic number. 
Putin said in a short speech that the 
Russian military was developing 
several new pieces of hardware that 
had "no equivalents in the world", 
including the next-generation Armata 
tank, first displayed publicly during a 
mili tary parad e m Mo sc ow la st mon th. 
H e said the 40 new nuclear mis she s that 
Russia's strategic forces would receive 
this year were "capable of overcoming 
even the most technically advanced 


missile defence systems". 

Alexander Zaldostanov, better known 
as the Surgeon, leader of the pro-Putin 
biker group the Night Wolves. who was 
touring Patriot Park on its first day, said 
'When I look at all diis stuff it makes 
me feel proud of Russia and realise 
that we have something to answer the 
Americans with They wouldn’t dare to 
press the button." 

"In Soviet times the army was a distant 
faraway thing, but now we all feel 
closer to the army The army is bemg 
romanticised and I see that as a good 
thing," Zaldostanov said. "If we dour 
educate our own children then America 
will do it for us .. like we have seen in 
Ukraine" 

When the Kubmka park is functioning 
at full capacity it will be able to host 
tens of thousands of visitors per day. 
There will be battle reconstructions of 
some of the most famous victories m 


Russian and Soviet history, and regular 
displays of military hardware and 
training opportunities 
Hotels and entertainment centres 
will be opened on the grounds, which 
should allow families to visit for 
several days and make a holiday of it, 
according to promotional literature 
distributed at the launch. The park is 
due to be fully completed in 2017, and 
will co st the defence ministry 20 billion 
roubles (£236m), according to the 
Kommersant newspaper. Visitors will 
be able co ride tanks, shoot guns and 
play extreme sports. 

'1 think this park is a gift to Russian 
citizens, who can now behold the 
full power of the Russian armed 
forces. Being here gives you a sense 
of internal self-sufficiency and makes 
you confident we can defend our 
territory," said Sergei Privaiov, a 
Russian Orthodox priest who attended 
the opening ceremony.

of American 
medical student 
on tiny 

Caribbean island 


AN a ward-winning medical student from Edmonton 
has been arrested in the Dutch Caribbean island 
of Saba in relation to the homicide of an American 
medical student there in April, 

The man has been identified by media in Saba 
as 27-year-old Omar J. Elkadry of Edmonton, 
Prosecutors have confirmed the suspect is a 27-year- 
old student with the initials G,JE, The victim has 
been identified asKavya Guda, a 24-year-old woman 
from California. 

Bath were students at the Saba University School of 
Medicine on Saba island, a special municipality of 
the Netherlands in the Caribbean, Southwest of St. 
Maarten. 

The Korps Politie Caribisch Nederland, the police 
agency investigating the case, said Guda was found 
dead by a friend in her home April 15, m id area of 
the island called Tire Bottom. Her death was classified 
a homicide after an autopsy at the Dutch Forensic 
Institute inSijswijt, Netherlands. The cause of death 
is not being released. 

Efkadry was arrested June 1 He is being held in 
custody on the nearby island of Bonaire A statement 
on behalf of police and tire public prosecutor s 
office said the investigation has yielded "enough 
incriminating evidence to continue holding him in 
custody. 

"Further investigation is being done into the scenario 
that this suspect could be responsible, police 
spokeswoman Lucia Beck said in an email. She said 
other scenarios — including the possibility "that he 
was involved, but not the only one" — are also being 
investigated. 

"At some point, the prosecutors will have to decide 
whether the investigation is sufficient to charge 
him," she wrote Elkadry previously attended the 
dental hygiene program at the University of Albeit a, 
where he received awards recognizing both his work 
and character. In 2013, he received the College of 
Registered Dental Hygienists of Alberta student 
award of merit in recognition of "professionalism., 
leadership and team spirit 

He appears to have started at the medical school in 
Saba in 2014. A classmate described him as a 'Very 
intelligent, very nice, very approachable person," 
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who was pan of student government and his class 
president, and maintained among the best grades in 
his class. 

A worker at the Morinville recycling business owned 
by Elkadry's father said Jamil Elkadry was out of the 
country for an unknown amount of rune He later 
passed along a message that the father had declined 
to comment on his son's situation. 

A statement released by Department of Foreign 
Affairs spokesman Francois Lasalle said the Canadian 
government is "aware of the arrest of a Canadian 
citizen in Saba Island," and is in contact with local 
authorities and providing consular assistance He 
would not comment further. 

Police and prosecutors in Saba have said the 
investigation has been given "the highest priority," 
with additional detectives added to the investigation 
team, a special phone hue to deal with tips related 
to the case, and a senior public prosecutor from 
Rotterdam called m to assrst with the additional 
workload 

Officials say FBI investigators are also involved in 
the case and witnesses in the United States An FBI 
spokeswoman declined to comment on the case, 
referring questions to authorities in the Dutch 
Caribbean. 

Police in

Beck said the 
emails may be 
of interest in 
the homicide 
case, but are 
currently being 
investigated 
separately.

A parent of one Canadian student said the emails 
threatened female students One email his daughter 
received said there would be a stabbing, 

"hi the meantime, vicious emails were targeting 
women in my daughter's class throughout the month 
of May with threats of sexually explicit violence," the 
parent said in an email Students were resorting to 
bunking up at night m fear of being alone. 

The parent said there were also serious concerns 
about the way the university has handled the 
situation, "They wanted it to go away and they wanted 
the student body to act like it never happened," he 
wrote. 'The loc al media has been equ ally complied: in 
silencing the whole thing." 

With an island population of only abou 11,800 people. 
the medical school is a key resource m Saba. Online, 
some locals expressed concerns that the homicide 
may have a negative impact on the island, 

As the Korps Politie Caribisch Nederland nored m one 
news release, "Especially in a small community, an 
unsolved crime can cause commotion." The medical 
school did not return multiple calls and requests for 
comment

3-D printers could soon make 

HUMAN SKIN 


HUMAN skin could be rolling off a 3-D 
printer near you within five years. 
Companies are working on using live 
ceils and specialized 3-D machines m 
a process called bioprinting, which 
experts say could be worth II billion 
by 20 25 Printing organs ha s generated 
plenty of hype for this branch of high- 
tech manufacturing, but applications 
for beauty firms are more likely to 
emerge sooner 

Cosmetics giant bOreal is leadmg 
the way. The workbs biggest beauty 
firm recently teamed up with U.S. 
biotech Organavo to develop 3-D 
printed skin tissues. It wants to create 
skill for product testing. 

LOreai has been making skin for 


decades The French company grows 
skm in laboratories, adding pigments 
and aging the tissues, in part as a way 
to get around a European ban on the 
sale of cosmetics tested on animals. 

But growing skm is a slow and complex 
procedure, 3-D bioprinting would 
speed things up. Instead of waiting for 
skm to develop m a laboratory, cosmetic 
companies could build models more 
quickly by printing them out. It also 
creates much stronger prototypes. 

Skm is thm. making it a relatively 
easy tissue to print A syringe in the 
printer moves along the Lme of tissue, 
squeezing out a cell solution very 
slowly. Layers are then added to create 


the desired thickness, 

«In the syringe format, it would 
be possible to create different skm 
types,:- said Arnold Bos, a technology 
consultant at Lux Research, «You can 
recreate sensitive skin, or mams skin,» 
That could mean new products — and 
revenues — for companies like L’GreaL 
The firm spent neariy II billion on 
research and innovation m 2013. 

Researchers have succeeded in 
printing human skin but commercial 
applications such as cosmetic testing 
are still about five years away. Bos said, 
partly because scientists still need to 
overcome the challenge of using living 
cells during the planting process. 


That's not holding big business 
back. Procter & Gamble also wants to 
get m on the act, 

The consumer goods giant wants 
academics to submit proposals for 
3-D bioprinting research grants, 
Alternatives to animal cestmg are one 
of the applications the company has m 
mind, along with product innovation 
and safety screening. 

"Some safety questions are still difficult 
to mimic with today's methods and 
new. additional non-animal alternative 
methods are needed," said P&G Global 
Life Sciences innovation leader Elena 
Lurie-Luke. "3-D bioprinting is a 
promising option for the future "

Lyle Mitchell arrived at the state police 
barracks in Malone with his attorney 
late Wednesday morning to talk to 
authorities, the Press-Republican of 
Plattsburgh reported. 

Investigators have no information that 
Lyle Mitchell knew about the escape 
plan or assisted in it, Wylie said, 
Meanwhile, state police expanded 
the search for the killers beyond a 
16-square-mile area of woods, fields 
and swamps where the manhunt has
